The flnilingfi of the Judge in 


case is partially as follows: 


"The safety of the traveling public, 


who use this bridge, Is of paramount 
important. The defects in the waiis 
and structure 
which 
have been 


pointed out by the witnesses on both 
sides may be more extended and 
dangerous than they appear to bi. 
They are of a character likely to ex- 
tend more and more and weaken the 
whole bridge. The possibilities of a 
serious accident 
there if repairs are 


postponed and the public permitted 
to continue the use of the structure 
In its present condition are too great 
to be trifled with. The loaded cats of 
the defendant weigh as much as sev- 
enteen and one half tons. Their pas- 
sage over this bridge involves great 
peril ol Hie and limb, not only to the 
passengers of the defendant but us 
well to all others who uae It in any 
other way. Such 
truffle across this 


structure should therefore be suspend- 
ed until the bridge should be so re- 
paired or reconstructed as to make It 
safe foi use again by tha railway com- 
pany. The county la 
required 
to 


maintain such a bridge only as will 
meet the demands of ordinary public 
travel. It is not bound to provide one 
adapted to the use of a street railway. 
The burden of maintaining the bridge 
for the benefit of tnedelendaut cannot 
be imposed on the county without its 
consent. If, however, at any time 
hereafter the fact shall be made lo ap- 
pear to tbe satisfaction of tbe court 
that Ihe bridge has been so repaired 
or reconstructed as lo make its use 
by the railway company no longer 
dangerous to the traveling public an 
application for the modification of 
tile decree will be entertained and 
considered." 
The court held that tlie county of 


Bucks is reponfilble for the eondition 
of the bridge with reference to the 
safety of the traveling public and 
enjoined the trolley company 
from 


usins it until such time as said com- 
pany has placed tbe entire bridge in 
such a condition that It is admitted 
to be safe for the convenient, and or- 
dinary use of lue traveling public as 
well as that of the trolley company.

In the wages of platform 
men and is the third increase the men 
have received without any solicitation 
siflee the rond was taken over by the 
present management live years ugo. 


Under the new schedule the first 


year men will receive20 cents an hour, 
second yeai men 21 cents, third year 
men and over 22 cents an hour. 


The company has never had a strike 


among its employes nor are they

Money values In the tenth century

times "what It is today one must not 
hasten a comparison, writes Charles 
W Hall In the National, Magazine. 
In Athelatane's time a horse was worth 
120 shillings, an ox 30 pence, a COW|20 
pence, a sheep 5 pence, a hog 8 pence, 
a slave 20 shillings, making a slave 
worth eight oxen, and these prices, ex- 
cept In times of famine, appear to have 
changed little under the Norman. In 
1150 wheat-sold at 18 pence the quar- 
ter of eight bushels, and in 1248 it 
brought only 24 pence, but In 1024 seed 
wheat sold at 3 shillings a bushel, bar- 
ley at 2 shillings and oats at 1 shilling 
per bushel.
